A Lower Pottsgrove family of 
six escaped from their burning 
home early this morning as 
flames engulfed a wing of the 
building and caused severe heat 
and smoke damage throughout 
the two story house.

Rev. Bergstressercalled 
to preach at new church 
By MICHAEL CONTOS 
Mercury Staff Writer 
T he R e v . Jo h n 1 . 
Bergstresser, spurned by 
parishioners after being ac­ 
cused of stealing more than 
$25,000 from church collections 
in Royersford the past summer, 
is a minister with a church once 
again. 
Since Oct. 17, the former 
pastor of Grace Lutheran 
Church has been holding ser­ 
vices in the Freedom Lutheran 
Church, an independent church 
not part of the Lutheran Synod. 
This Sunday, he’ll be 
preaching before more than 100 
faithful who’ll be worshipping at 
the makeready church facilities 
in the social quarters of Oaks 
Fire Co. 
The quarters are small. Too 


small for the growing number of 
followers who have asked the 
rejected minister to hold con­ 
fessional services. 
Over the past three weeks the 
number attending the services 
has doubled, crowding into the 
rented hall on Green Tree Road. 
“Many are good Christians 
who have never belonged to a 
church before,” the minister 
said. “More than half are per­ 
sons who once worshipped at 
Grace Lutheran Church.” 
The minister was charged 
with stealing more than $25.000 
from his church during a five 
year period while he was pastor. 
He was removed as pastor in 
June following a vote by the 
congregation after serving for 18 
years. 
Although criminal charges 


w e r e d i s m i s s e d , the 
congregation decided to oust the 
minister, citing reasons other 
than the missing funds. 
*TU continue to preach as 
long as they ask me,” said the 
Rev. Bergstresser of his new 
charge. He has been “supply” 
preaching in Allentown and the 
Pocono Mountain regions since 
the summer. 
The minister explained the 
Freedom Church, independent 
of the Southeastern Penn­ 
sylvania Lutheran Synod, was

PLAINS, Ga. (AP) — 
President-elect Jimmy Carter 
said Thursday night that the 
narrow margin of his victory 
will not stay him from “moving 
aggressively to carry out my 
campaign commitments” and 
he said there is a strong 
possibility he will seek a tax cut 
for average wage earners if the 
economy does not perk up by 
inauguration day. 
At his first nationally 
televised news conference, from 
the chilly platform of his home­ 
town railroad depot, Carter said 
the fact that President Ford 
cam e close to winning 
Tuesday’s presidential election 
does not mean that he must 
adjust his plans for change in a 
new administration. 
“I wish we could have carried 
all 50 states, but since I didn’t, 1 
hope to demonstrate even before 
my inauguration my complete 
commitment to being president 
of all the American people,” he 
said..Carter appeared with Sen. 
Walter F. Móndale, but the vice 
president elect was the silent 
partner in the first major 
pronouncements of the ad­ 
ministration-to-be. Carter did 
all the talking. 
Among his major points: 
—There will be “substantial 
continuity” in American foreign 
policy, toward U.S. allies and 
also toward potential ad­ 
versaries. 
—He will not name members 
of his Cabinet before December, 
and will choose them for merit, 
after personal interviews, and in 
“a careful, very slow and very 
methodical process.” He said he 


will try to achieve geographical 
and other balance in his Cabinet. 
—He is concerned about a 
possible increase in the price of 
imported oil, but can do nothing 
about it except say so. Carter 
said he doesn't want to mislead 
people into thinking that he can 
influence U.S. policy or 
decisions until Jan. 20. when he 
will take office. 
—He acknowledged the dif­ 
ficulty of achieving his stated 
goals. But he said he believes he 
can, with a Democratic 
Congress, fulfull the promises 
he made, among them an 
tiMwrnmmfflmmmmmsmeM 


overhaul of the government, 
welfare and tax reform, and a 
new, comprehensive energy 
policy. 
Once again, Carter thanked 
Ford for the President's offer of 
cooperation and support in the 
transition to the new 
Democratic administration. He 
said he hopes to meet with Ford 
and the President’s top advisers 
for a briefing on foreign policy 
questions. 
Carter said that if the current 
economic slowdown persists, he 
may act soon after assuming

)LOS ANGELES (AP) — The 
three commercial networks and 
the National Association of 
Broadcasters violated the First 
Amendment in adopting a 
“family viewing” policy for 
programs aired during early 
evening hours, a federal judge 
ruled Thursday. 
CBS and ABC said they would 
appeal U.S. District Court Judge 
Warren J. Ferguson’s ruling, a 
major victory for Hollywood 
artists who began fighting the 
policy in court a month after it 
went into effect in September 
1975.NBC and the broadcasters 
association declined immediate 
comment. 
Ferguson also held that the 
Federal Communications 
Commission “violated the First 
Amendment by issuing threats 
of government action should 
industry not adopt the family 
viewing policy or the equivalent 
thereof.” 
In Washington, FCC Chair­ 
man Richard E. Wiley said his 
agency is consulting with the 
Justice Department about 
whether an appeal will be filed 
by the government. 
He said he and his fellow 
commissioners acted respon­ 
sibly in expressing concern 
about violence on TV and urging 
consideration of “voluntary 
reforms.” 


But he said, “At no time were 
any threats expressed or im­ 
plied, and I reject any 
suggestion to the contrary.” 
Norman Lear, creator of the 
hit series “All in the Family” 
and among those who took 
“family viewing” to court, said 
that as a result of Ferguson's 
deci sion, “ A m er ic an s 
everywhere won a victory 
today. The First Amendment 
was upheld.” 
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Lawsuit! 
It rears its ugly head, biting 
at the foundation of our 
society. Public officials live 
in trepidation, wondering 
when this double-edged legal 
sword will swoop down in 
retaliation for a deed they 
performed. 
The law states that any 
person accused of abusing his 
legal authority with 
malicious intent has violated 
the victim’s civil rights and 
can be sued in federal court. 
Three Pottstown policemen 
felt the sting of this law 
recently. In two separate 
actions, the three are being 
sued for more than $2^i 
million by parties they 
arrested. 
Unlike doctors, who obtain 
malpractice insurance at a 
huge fee, policemen are 
unable to buy this kind of 
protection, 'because no in­ 
surance companies will sell 
it.It’s also been ruled that 
these suits must be filed 
against the Individuals in­ 
volved, and not the 
municipality they work for. 
Pottstown Borough Council 
will have to make a decision 
Monday as to whether the 
borough is going to pay the 
defense fees. Pottstown 
Solicitor Ronald Reynier is 


exploring; all the legal 
possibilities now. 
Council is indicating it will 
support a move to have the 
borough provide the legal 
fees for the three officers* 
defense. 
Let’s hope so. 
Reynier stressed that 
council's decision will have a 
tremendous impact on law 
enforcement in the borough. 
Pottstown policemen must be 
made aware that they have 
the backing of local govern­ 
ment in the many split-second 
decisions they are forced to 
make each day. 
If they are saddled with the 
fear that any arrest they 
make could blow up in their 
faces, causing t h e m 
professional and financial 
ruin, enforcing of the law will 
cease in Pottstown. 
Intimidation would be the 
ruin of a good police depart­ 
ment, and these 40 men can't 
be left to drift in a sea of 
frustration, fending for 
themselves with little sup­ 
port.We’re confident borough 
council is going to supply 
these officers with the legal 
weapons they need to fight in 
court. Anything less than a : 
unanimous vote Monday : 
would be a slap in the face to : 
law and order as we know it. 


Lt Gov, Kline testifies 
Closing of criminal records 
is considered by state House 


HARRISBURG (AP)—Lt. 
Gov. Ernest P. Kline told a 
House committee Thursday that 
it’s up to the legislature to 
decide who can have access to 
criminal records. 
Kline, who heads the 
Governor’s Task «Force on 
Criminal Justice Information, 
has been in the center of a 
controversy over criminal 
records. 
The task force has proposed 
that access to all criminal 
records In Pennsylvania be 


limited to law enforcement and 
other government officials. 
The proposal went beyond 
federal guidelines, which allow 
for public review of conviction 
records, and has been bitterly 
criticized by press organizations 
and civil libertarians. 
Kline’s comments during a 
joint Appropriations and 
Judiciary committee hearing 
seemed to indicate a shift in 
emphasis regarding the 
proposal. 
“It is not the position of the 


task force that noncriminal 
justice agencies should be 
denied access to information ... 
Persons and agencies not in­ 
volved in the criminal justice 
system must have legislative 
authority to gain access to 
criminal history record in­ 
formation,” he testified. 
The Shapp administration has 
previously been adamant in its 
view that criminal records, 
Including data on convictions, be1 
kept closed to the public.

Area residents think the odds are good for Atlantic City casinos

business, say area veterans of 
one

vacations. 
""Sure I’ll be going to Atlantic 
C ity,’* 
said 
Lynwood Youse, 
Pottstown police traffic safety 
officer. “ I'll probably be going 
down 
soon 
after 
they 
get 
established, and I don’t even 
know what it's going to be like 
y et.” 
Youse expressed surprise that 
hotel owners In Las Vegas do not 
appear worried about their East 
Coast competition. “I actually 
thought it would bother them,” 
he said. “A lot of people from the 
East go to Vegas for the gam­ 


bling and entertainm ent 
Why 
go there If Atlantic City will 
have it h ere?” 
Youse made his first trip to 
the Nevada gambling mecca on 
an Elks Club chartered trip. He 
estim ated close to 100 Pott- 
stoni ans went on the four-day 
excursion,. But few of those who 
enjoyed the vices of the famous 
city will adm it it. 
Several persons phoned by 
The Mercury refused to admit 
they have been to Las Vegas. “ I 
just don’t want my name in the 
paper 
connected 
with 
gam ­ 
bling,” was a com mon reply . 
One Pottstown worn, an, who 
did not wish to be identified, 
explained 
that 
many 
people 
think gambling is evil, but she 
thinks it’s fun, and will most 
certainly visit Atlantic City's 
casinos. 


“ It makes a lot m ore sense 
than flying to Las V egas,” she 
said. 
A n o t h e r

Wo aro constantly trying to 
make 
judgm ents

us with a very faulty ploco of 
equipment. It's called the brain. 
There is no question that It is a 
rem ark ab ly 
so p h istic a ted 
computer; In fact, no computer 
has been fuilt that comes even 
remotely near its circuitry. The 
brain Is so complicated that 
scientists who use it to the best 
of their capacities can’t really 
figure out what makes it tick. 
The fact that scientists using 
their brains to the limit can’t 
understand what the brain is all 
about proves just how faulty the 
instrument called the brain is. If 
the 
brain 
were 
perfect 
and 
unlimited in its power, we'd be 
able to understand It. So a great 
paradox exists. 
Scientists do know a lot of 


facts 
about 
the 
brain 
Any 
textbooks will tell you that It Is a 
folded sheet of cells, measuring 
about one and a half square 
meters. 
It 
has 
some 
10,000 
million 
neurons 
in 
it, 
and 
s o m e t h i n g 
l i k e 
100,000,000,000,000 
connectors 
called synapses. It perceives 
light, color smell, pain. Images 
and so forth. Rut It is still a 
faulty 
instrument of limited 
power and circuitry. 


Because it is inadequate, we 
have to he careful about the 
judgments we make with it. 
When people say that psychic 
phenomena 
are 
impossible, 
when they limit themselves to 
the conclusions that only con­ 
ventional science has proved, 
they are depriving themselves 
of the full sense of wonder of the 


universe. As far as it goes, 
science Is wondrous. But most 
scientists agree, like the brain, 
It is limited. 
The universe is infinite and 
unlimited; the brain is finite and 
limited, 
We 
are 
constantly 
trying to comprehend infinity 
with a finite piece of hardware. 
It just does't work. It is like 
trying to tune in to a television 
station with an AM radio set. 
The TV pictures are there all 
right, hut the AM radio set just 
doesn't have the proper wiring 
and electronics to pull in the 
picture. 
Scientists tell us that we peek 
at the universe through a slot in 
the spectrum that stretches out 
to infinity on each side. The slot 
is a tiny one, between ultraviolet 
on one side and infrared on the 
other. Through*this limited slot, 


we try to observe as much as we 
can. 
But It’s like trying to 
desribe the entire world 
by 
peeking at it through a keyhole 


However, science is becoming 
more aware of these limitations 
daily. In the latest advanced 
t h f n k i n g 
a b o u t 
t h * 
brain, 
neurophysiologists 
are 
beginning to theorize that the 
real source of thoughts, feelings, 
dreams, intuition, and creativity 
come from 
a 
mind that la 
separate from and far superior 
to the brain. This opens up all 
kinds of complications for old- 
f a s h io n e d . 
c o n v e n tio n a l 
thinking. 
It means that our intuitive 
thoughts that carry us beyond 
materialistic thinking may have 
far more validity to them than 
we've been allowed to think 


before. 
It 
means 
that 
our 
horizons will broaden when we 
consider how limited our purely 
objective knowledge is. It means 
th a t 
we 
can 
sh ak e 
our 
prejudices 
against 
presently 
unexplainable phenomena. 


All this is to the good, because 
It can open our minds to the 
nonmaterial world science has 
previously rejected, but is now 
showing a real willingness to 
study. 
There's a plan now to build an 
atom smasher 30 miles long to 
try to find out about the new, 
mysterious subatomic particles 
that are baffling scientists. This 
is important to increase our 
objective knowledge.. But the

Full employment 
— 30 years later 


It was 30 years ago that the 
historic Employment Act of 1946 
went 
on 
our 
statute 
books, 
pledging the federal govern­ 
m en t 
to 
the 
p u rsu it 
of 
“maximum" 
cm ploy m rot 
— 
and reflecting the deep fears at 
the end of World War II that, 
without this commitment, we 
would fall back into an era of 
great slump and joblessness. 
Now, 30 years later, unem­ 
ployment is stuck at just under 8 
per 
cent, 
highest 
since 
the 
depression 
1930s. 
And 
the 
number of real people — like you 
and me — out of work ap­ 
proximates 7,300,000 Even this 
total 
probably is wildly un­ 
derstated. 
"Basically, we have to fight 
the battle of full employment all 
over 
again," 
University 
of 
Minnesota professor Walter W. 
Heller told me. And added the 
brilliant economics adviser both 
to 
Presidents 
Kennedy 
and 
Johnson. 
"It’s 
unreal. 
The 
words of the act are still there, 
but the commitment is not. And 
the spirit of that world-heralded 
law has 'been rejected." 
"The 
prime 
reason 
why 
unem ploym ent 
is 
not -the 
national trauma it once was is 
our 
sufficient 
dole,” 
Hunter 
College professor Brtram Gross 
explained to my Washington 
associate, Brooke Shearer. And 
added one of the key drafters of 
the 
1946 
legislation: 
"The 
country tolerates the situation 
because of welfare, food stamps. 
Social 
Security benefits 
and 
une m, ploy men! com. pensation.' ’ 
But even a new commitment 
to the 1946 law’s principles will 
not be enough in today’s era. 
Absolutely essential will be new . 
imaginative 
attacks 
on 
the 
jobless 
problem 
to 
solve 
it 
without 
sim ultaneously 
re* 
igniting inflation. It can be done 
It must be, for all our sakes. 
What has happened in the 
three dt-cades since the Em­ 
ployment Act was passed to 
bulge the jobless rol Isa nd raise 
the nation’s tolerance threshold 
for a high unemployment rate? 
A key change has been the 
explosive expansion in our labor 
supply 
and 
a 
fundamental 
change in its composition. 
■(I) The "keep-outs." Since 
1947, 
Gross emphasizes, 
the 
number of women in the labor 
force has soared 123 per cent, 
more than double the rise in the 
female population and centering 
around the 25 to 34-year-old 
bracket. This group, so long 
excluded from the labor market, 
along with welfare recipients 
and 
discouraged 
jobseekers, 
Gross labels as the "keep-outs." 


(2) The "drop-outs." Along 
with women, teenagers have 
been joining the labor force in 
record numbers. Many have left 
school because they don't see 
any job opportunities for which 
to train, while others remain 
unwillingly in school and search 
for part-time jobs. 
(3) The "push-outs," Mean­ 
while, earlier retirement — out 
of 
ch oice 
or 
because 
of 
discrimination — is eliminating 
males from the market. In 1947, 
89 per cent of the men between 
55 and 64 years of age held or 
were seeking jobs. Some 30 
years later, 12 per cent fewer 
are doing so. Referring to the 55- 
year-otd-and-over group as the 
“push-outs," Gross notes, "We 
didn’t 
foresee 
the 
extended 
working span of older people. 
Not only are there more of them 
today, but they also have more 
vitality." 
If these "keep-outs,” “drop­ 
outs” 
and “push-outs" were 
added 
to the unemployment 
figures officially reported, the 
totals would be much higher 
than they are, Gross and most 
other objective experts agree. 
And they would more accurately 
reflect the dismal pattern. 
Because of the inflation push 
inherent in periods of labor 
shortages, it well may be that 
"maximum" employment will 
now be accepted as 5 Vk to 6 per 
cent instead of the previous 4-4 
per cent. 
Translated into human terms, 
that 
would 
mean roughly 5 
million men and women without 
jobs in the “best of times." 
Moreover, the costs of the 
"dole" that Gross argues is the 
reason that unemployment is 
not 
the 
national trauma 
of 
former years must not be un­ 
derestimated. 
Unem ploym ent 
insurance 
alone cost the nation $18 billion 
in fiscal '76. Benefits have been 
ex te n d e d 
to 
ou t-of-w ork 
Americans for 65 weeks; the 
average amount a jobless in­ 
dividual could obtain in tax-free 
supplemental income in fiscal 
’76 was $71 85 per week. 
But this insurance already has 
run out for 2.200.000 workers. 
And on March 31, 1977, the 
emergency iaw extending the 
benefit payment period is slated 
to expire, returning the limit to 
39 weeks. 
No matter from what political- 
social aspect you view it, this 
30th anniversary of the '46 law 
must underline to you the need 
for new policies to deal with our 
naggingly steep jobless rate, 
and less tolerance for someone 
e l s e ’ s 
m is f o r t u n e .

Taiwan as “China." 
Taiwan was on the Security 
Council of the United Nations It 
claimed jurisdiction over two 
small islands - Matsu and 
Quemoy - which were not near

China. 
Chiang 
managed to arouse President 
Eisenhower to declare that if 
Mao 
attacked 
those 
little 
islands, or tried to reclaim 
them, the U.S. would blow its 
bugles and go to the assistance 
of Taiwan. 
The U.S. also kept Chiang in 
pocket 
money. 
He 
always 
needed a loan; he always sent 
his lovely wife to pick it up The 
government of mainland China 
was never to our liking, but it 
was and is the biggest nation in 
the world. 
It is more rural than urban

phosphates, tractors, seed and 
sophisticated teachers. Taiwan 
now has 15 million Chinese to 
China’s 756 million. We need to 
export billions in goods. 
It is not necessary to love your 
neighbor to recognize that he is 
there and is a good customer.

Wife of kidnap victim grows angry 


PERRYSBURG, Ohio (AP) - 
For more lhan eight months, 
Donna 
Niehous. 
wife 
of an 
American executive kidnaped in 
Venezuela, has been growing 
angry and living “one day at a 
tim e.” 
She waits for word of the 
release of her husband, William 
F. Niehous, searching the day's 
mail for the letter that isn't 
there, listening for the phone 
call that can end the night mare. 
"Of course i'm bitter. And, 
I’m 
angry. 
I’m 
very, 
very 
angry, but I believe, and will go 
on believing, that Bill is alive 
and will come home to us,” Mrs. 
Niehous said in an interview at 
her 
suburban 
Toledo 
con­ 
dominium. She now makes her 
home there with her sons David, 
16, and Craig 14. Another son, 
Mark, 19, attends college in 
Colorado. 
“They held up beautifully and 
they’re still holding up. Their 
dad would be proud of them. 


They’re the men of the house 
now.

course. And why wouldn't they 
be? But we've gone on like this 
for eight months now and we can 
keep on because we all believe 
he is coming back.” 
In a voice tight with emotion 
and almost too low to catch, she

A new pump for the sewer 
plant in Phoenixville is to be 
paid for with 1977 revenue 
sharing funds, the borough 
finance com m ittee recom ­ 
mended Thursday night.

Panel to study effects 
of caffeine in cola drinks 
WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
scientific panel told the Food 
and Drug A dm inistration 
Thursday that it is divided on 
the possible health hazard to 
children from caffeine in cola 
soft drinks. 
Some members of the 11- 
person study panel “believe it is 
prudent to assume that a 
potential health hazard may 
exist for the segment of the 
p opulation, p a rtic u la rly 
children, that is exposed dai'y to 
doses of caffeine added to foods 
that are of the order of the dose 
known to be effective as a 
c e n tra l nervous system 
stimulant,** said a tentative 
report to the FDA. 
Other members, however, 
believe that the use of caffeine 
as a soft-drink flavor for 
decades without confirmed 
human injury should reduce 
those fears, although they ad­ 
vocate more safety studies, the 
report said. 
' 
“They believe the evidence 
indicates no hazard from the 
addition of caffeine to beverages 
as now practiced but since 
uncertainties exist, they regard 
it necessary to obtain additional 
data," said the chairman. Dr. 
George W. Irving Jr. 
In three other new reports 
submitted to the FDA, the 
F ederatio n of A m erican 
Societies for Experimental 
Biology recommended: 
—A formal ban on use of the 
flavor enhancer Monosodium 
glutamate (MSG) in baby and 
junior foods. 
—More safety studies on the 
p r e s e r v a t i v e b u t y l a t e d 
hydroxytoluene (BHT), 
—Prohibiting use of the flavor 
enhancer vegetable protein 
hydrolyzates in commercial 
baby and junior foods. 
Baby food manufacturers 
voluntarily stopped using MSG 
in their products in 1970, after 
scientific studies suggested it 
may cause brain damage in 
animals. However, there still is 
no formal prohibition against its 
use.The glut am. ates study panel 
said that MSG is safe for adults 
at present consumption levels 
but recommended more testing. 
Used in a natura] form in the 
Orient for several centuries, it 
first became available com­ 
mercially in the United States 
during World War II.

Baby food manufacturers 
began using hydrolyzates as a 
meat flavor, enhancer after 
MSG was discontinued, ac­ 
cording to another panel's 
tentative report. Studies in­ 
dicating; that animal and 
vegetable protein versions 
caused central nervous syfem 
damage in infant animals should 
preclude use of any except 
casein hydrolyzates in human 
infant foods, it said. 
The caffeine report did not 
take into account intakes of 
caffeine from coffee and tea, 
since they are not considered 
food additives. About 1.4 million 
pounds of caffeine were used in 
food, primarily cola beverages, 
in 1970. 


Consumer advocate 
nominee for PUC 
screened by group 
HARRISBURG (AP) — Mark 
Widoff, nominee for Penn­ 
sylvania's first consumer ad­ 
vocate, indicated Thursday that 
his office would, need more 
money but said that with what is 
available he would “choose 
cases that bring the most benefit 
to consumers.'* 
“A consumer advocate will 
have to advocate those issues 
where there is a reasonable 
chance of success,’’ Widoff told 
the Senate Consumer Affairs 
Committee, which held a oneday 
confirmation hearing. 
He implied that he would need 
more money to hire “several 
attorneys, two or three ac­ 
countants, two or three research 
assistants and one or two field 
investigators." 
Widoff was more emphatic in 
an Associated Press interview 
last September when he said 
that “$250,000 is not going to 
take us where we need to be." 
That figure is the advocate’s 
first year budget. 
“That staff is necessary if the 
consumer advocate is going to 
be more than a lawyer who gets 
up in proceedings and results in 
cross exam, in at ion that will be a 
fishing expedition...and make 
only a few dents in his ( witness' ) 
testimony," Widoff told the 
senators. 
The consumer advocate will 
represent the taxpayers before 
the Public Utility Commission, 
which sets rates for utilities 
such as electric, gas and tran­ 
sportation companies. 
The advocate also would be 
responsible for appealing PUC 
derisions. Widoff said if he is 
confirmed by the Senate he 
would also recommend con­ 
sumer legislation. 
Widoff, 34, currently is the 
executive assistant for public 
affairs in the state education 
department. He was responsible 
for education legislation in that 
post.He has served as a deputy 
attorney general and as a 
lawyer for groups that provide 
legal aid for the poor. 
During his testimony, Widoff 
said he and his family held no 
financial interests in utilities 
under PUC jurisdiction. He also 
said he would not engage in 
political activity while serving 
as consumer advocate. 
Sen. Franklin Kury, chairman 
of the committee, said no fur­ 
ther confirmation hearings will 
be held.

Two-faced 
quilted 
fabric? 
T hat’s right! You can make it 
into 
so 
many 
things: 
robo, 
jacket, quilt, vest, long skirt or 
your heart's desire. But, before 
you start, take a few notes. 
Note one: 
Preshrink! Even 
though the fabric I have is 
polyester-cotton, 
It 
drew 
up 
quite a bit. My pattern called for 
two and seven-eighths yards, 
but — liking round figures — I 
bought three yards. It's good I 
did. I had just enough. 
Note two: 
Choose 
an 
un­ 
com plicated pattern. 
One with very few pieces, no 
set-in sleeves, patch pockets, no 
collar and 
no facings, 
goes 
together in a jiffy and doesn't 
frustrate you. 
Note three: When cutting, do 
not try to cut through both 
layers of fabric at once. Cut 
through one layer, then, without 
moving anything, cut thiough 
the second. Or cut on a single 


layer, turning pattern over to 
cut second half. Pattern weights 
would 
be very 
helpful. 
The 
slightest lifting or moving of the 
fabric as you cut could cause a 
difference in the size of the two 
pieces. 


Note four: After stitching a 
regular seam, trim the padding 
and the lining from the seam 
allowances. Finger press the 
seam open, then topstitch on 
each side of the seam line. Or 
trim one seam allowance to one- 
fourth inch, trim the filler and 
lining 
of 
the 
o th er 
seam 
allowance. 


P r e s s 
th e 
wi d e r 
s e a m 
allow ance over the one-fourth- 
inch seam allowance and top­ 
stitch through all layers making 
a fake flat felled seam. 


Double-face fabric does not 
need lining. Isn't that great? But 
do check the various grades 
before you buy. It would be a 
sham e to put all that work into a 
fabric that won't hold up.

Making own designs 
sparks pride

Tired of paying super prices 
for prepackaged needlepoint 
and embroidery kits? 
Now you can sketch your 
own designs, on fabric or on 
canvas, using new markers 
which are guaranteed not to 
bleed or run when the finished 
work is blocked or washed 
These markers may be used 
for needlepoint, petit point, 
gros point, latch hook rugs 
and crewel embroidery Use 
fine point markers for fine 
work and the broader chisel- 
tip markers for filling in 
larger color areas The sets 
are widely available, with 
markers in red, blue, green, 
yellow, orange, gray, black or 
brown 
There are many advantages 
to designing your own 
needlework You can save 
money, of course But you can 
create canvases of ususual 
size and shape. You can 
recreate the artwork of your 
favorite kindergartner You 
can design som ething 
original 
Naturally, it's best to sketch 
your design on paper first 
There is available in art 
stores an acetate paper which 
is treated to take markers on 


its reverse side or you can 
make your drawing on opaque 
paper and lay the canvas over 
it to transfer the design 
The easiest way to trace a 
drawing is to work on glass 
with back lighting — either a 
window or a glass table with 
light com ing from un­ 
derneath. Tape the drawing 
and canvas to the glass and 
use your markers tí» transfer 
the design. You will not be 
able to get the subtle 
gradations in color that you 
can get with your wools, but 
those can be filled in as you 
work 
ff you must enlarge or 
reduce a design, take the easy 
way: go to your local copy 
center and get a photostat. 
If you are really skilled, you 
can draw your design directly 
on the canvas This works well 
for geom etric or block 
designs, or with monograms 
The fine line Nepo markers 
also can be used directly on 
fabric, to create1 a hand- 
painted design or as a base for 
embroidery.

Higher paper costs and bigger 
advances paid to authors for 
blockbuster novels have boosted 
the price of paperback books to 
record levels. But some industry 
spokesmen say the .increases 
have leveled off. 
Many paperbacks are now 
selling for $2 and more, although 
you can find a few volumes for 
as little as 75 cents if you hit 
upon something that has been in 
stock for several years. 
O n e 
c o m p a n y , 
D e l l 
Publishing, reported that the 
average retail price of one of its 
paperbacks this year is $1.18, up 
65 per cent, from the $1.02 
average of 1971. 
Not all of the increase has 
gone to the publisher. Retailers 
are responsible for part of the 
boost. In 1971, the retail price of 
the average Dell paperback was 
46 cents higher than the price 
paid by the bookstore. In 1976, 
the retail price is 78 cents 
higher 
C h a rle s 
W illia m s, 
vice 
president, 
for 
marketing 
of 
Pocket Books, Inc., says his 
company's 
paperbacks 
now 
range from 75 cents (for the old 
stock) to $2.95 (for two items), 
with an average book selling for 
$1.75 to $1.80. 
But. Williams said! the cost,

To cut medical costs 
Committee recommends decrease 
in the number of hospital beds 


WASHINGTON (U P !) — A 
National Academy of Sciences 
committee 
Thursday 
recom­ 
mended the nation reduce its 
supply of hospital beds, saying 
the current surplus contributes 
to rising 
medical costs and 
e n c o u r a g e s 
u n n e c e ssa r y 
hospitalization. 
The panel of the academy's 
National Institute of Medicine 
called for a 10 per cent reduction 
in the ratio of hospital: 'beds to 
people 
during the next five 
years. 
This would require closing 7 
per cent of 950,000 existing beds 
in general hospitals throughout 
the 
country, 
reducing 
the 
national average of 4.4 for every 
1,000 people to 4.0 by 1981. 
The 
11-member 
committee 
said in. a report such a reduction 
would mean there would be 
hospital 
w aiting 
lists 
fo r 
p atients 
planning 
electiv e 
surgery. 
“ We believe that manageable 
waiting lists for such patients 
are acceptable tradeoffs for the 
economies to be realized by 
decreasing 
hospital 
beds 
to 
reasonable levels,” the report 
said. 
Cutting the cost of medical 
care was the com m ittee’s goal. 
John D. Thompson, committee' 
member and chief of health 
services administration at the 
Yale 
University 
School 
of 


Medicine, said! hospital care is 
the 
most 
im portant 
single 
component of medical costs. 
The committee estimated the 
cost of an empty hospital bed to 
be at least half the cost of an 
occupied bed. The patient, or 
some private or government 
health 
insurance 
plan, 
must 
bear the cost of building and 
maintaining empty beds. 
Unnecessary 
hospital 
beds 
also drain 
manpower 
which 
drives up salaries and may even 
threaten the quality of care, the 
report said. And surpluses of 
e m p ty 
b e d s 
“ and 
th e 
availability 
of 
hospitalization 
insurance generate pressures to 
use high-cost hospital beds in 
preference to less expensive 
alternative forms of care." 


The report said "An im portant 
consequence of the fact that 90 
per cent of all hospital beds are 
reimbured by thirdparty payers 
is that neither the physician nor 
the patient tends to be con­ 
cerned with the cost of treat­ 
ment at the time it is rendered". 
It said the consumer has every 
incentive to receive benefits, the 
hospital has every incentive to 
provide them and the third party 
payer 
‘‘usually 
conceives of 
itself as being in no position todo 
anything hut pay the bill." 
The committee recommended 
a national health planning goal 
to 
reduce 
hospital 
beds 
be 
established under provisions of 
the National Health Planning 
and Resources Development Act 
of 1974.
